Paris, May 2.—It is a romantic story, 
that of the Convent des Ojseaux, whose 
death knell was rung when the associa- 
tions bill became law.

TO EAT GNATS 


Experiment Made Near Berlin 
to Reduce the Plague 
of Gnats.

Berlin, May 2.—Seven thousand frogs 
have been bought from a breeder near 
Hildesheim and placed in the ditches, 
pools and small lakes at Finkenbursg. 
a small place in the woods to the 
west of Berlin, to which thousands of 
Berliners and their families flock on 
Sunday. 

This experiment is being made in tha 
hope of reducing the plague of mos- 
quito-like gnats which breed in mil- 
lions and make life in the woods, or 
wherever there is marshy ground, un- 
bearable. Frogs are particularly fond 
of the larvae of the gnats, and it is 
hoped that in this manner the plague 
will be reduced. 


A Fiji Rainfall, 


(From Youth’s Companion.) 

The astonishing effects sometimes pro- 
duced by cloudbursts are .well known, 
but not many trustworthy records of 
the depths of the rainfall dufing such 
occurrences exist.

Bainbridge ‘Man Discusses 
Speech at Bainbridge--Says 
County Is Fo? Brown, 


Bainbridge, Ga., May 2, !908.—Editor 
Atlanta Constitution, Atlanta, Ga.—Dear 
Sir: I have noticed the item in The 
Atlanta Journal headed “Bigger Ma- 
jority Sure for Governor—Decatur 
County Stronger for Chief Executive 
Than Two Years Ago—Friends Enthusi- 
astic.’’ 

This, 


I wish to say, is absolutely 
false. I have taken every bet that .has 
been offered in Decatur county on 
Smith carrying it, and up to date f have 
Succeeded in securing only $65. That 
looks very much like Mr. Smith {s go- 
ing to carry the county by a larger 
majority than he did two years ago. 

As to hostility, will say that the Joe 
Brown Club did not attempt to show 
the strength of each candidate, in fact, 
there were not mare than 125 Joe 
Brown voters at the speaking. They 
did not care anything about hearing 
Mr. Smith's famous bunko speeches.

deciding that they should all henceforth 
be trained to become seamen of the 
fleet. This regulation ceased with the 
end of the first empire. 

Nothing now remains of the original 
hospice except the creche or grande 
salle and the infirmary. The exterior 
of the old building, as seen from the 
garden, is shown in: the illustration 
with the statue of St. Vincent de Paul. 
The good priest tenderly holds an ine 
fant in his arms, whilst two others 
are on the ground at his feet. St. Vin- 
cent de Paul, as every one knows, was 
also the creator of those devoted women 
named Sisters of Mercy. whose lives 
are spent in tending the sick. 

I have said that about 4,000 
are abandoned to the hospice every 
vear. The number of children who an- 
nually pass through the hands of the 
nurses must, however, be nearly double 
that total, for the children of the sick 
poor are looked after while their pa- 
rents are in hospital or, otherwise pre- 
vented from attending to them. 

It would be difficult to say how many 
babies are to be found in the hospice 
at one time, for the number varies 
greatly, but one would be generally 
sure to see several hundreds. The 
abandoned infants are, as I have ¢x- 
plained, put out to nurse in the coun- 
try within thirty-six hours of thelr ar- 
rival. They are paid for until they are 
'3 years of age. From that time forth 
their foster parents may employ them, 
but must give them a certain wage.

On up through the bewildering 

and fatiguing contest between the sec- 
tions until] the dawn of secession in 
Georgia, he was an earnest seeker after 
methods of compromise, for concilia- 
tion, that would preserve the union 
and avert bloodshed, though he did not 
hesitate to declare that in the last 
resort he would advocate the arbitra- 
jon of arms to maintatn what‘he con- 
Sidered the rights of the states. 

It ig curioug to note the free criti- 
cism in which Mr. Pendleton indulges, 
regarding the stand of Mr. Stephens 
On the question of slavery, per se. The 
author is always surprised to find that 
Stephens, a man who, in his earlier 
years, was not given to defending the 
“abstract principle of slavery,” and who 
was inherently of a humane and Chris- 
tian heart, could later sg0 violently 
subscribe to the very genius of slave- 
ry. Indeed, the blographer considers 
that the brilliant Georgian perpetrated 
one of his gravest errors when, on 
the verge of the civil war, he pro- 
nounced glavery the ‘‘cornerstone” of 
the south’s civilization, zealously de- 
feiding it from political, religious and 
economic standpoints. 

‘ Slavery Suicidal. 


{ 

Equally interesting are Mr. Pendle- 
ton'’s arguments exposing the economio 
suicide involved in slavery, the, fact 
that with its “withering competition” 
{ft enslaved the poorer, non-slave-hold- 
ing white masses of the south, and 
fastened a purely agricultural system 
upon this section. He believes that the 
development of the gouth wag infinitely 
retarded by the institution of slavery, 
and he points to the futility of Ste- 
phens’ dream of extending the confeder- 
ate empire westward, when the inhabi- 
tants of the new territory were scrupu- 
lous to avoid this same blighting com- 
petition with slave labor, hardly less 
onerous than our convict labor of to- 
day. 

The long, bitter-and historic conflict 
| between the free and slave-holding 
States, and the part Stephens played 
therein, is handied in ae spirit no 
less than masterly. It ig but fair to 
Say that never does the author lose 
sight of the fact. as it appears to him 
and as it is confirmed by subsequent 
developments, that from its inception 
Slavery was doomed, and that every 
move in politics made to smooth over 
differences only postponed the 
issue. 

Straightforward, candid and unwith- 
holding is his treatment of the action 
of the northern states in violating the 
constitution, which originally protected 
Slavery, and in also ignoring congres- 
sional compromiseg looking toward ob- 
servation of the rights of the slave 
States. 

Precedent for Secession, 


’ 


Of almost paramount Interest is Mr. 
Pendleton’s arrangement of facts and 
data, showing the gentiment for seces- 
/ Sion which existed in this country long 
| before the south sought to bring it to 
ja test of arms. Whole sections of the 
icountry, New England notably, 
have seceded from the United States 
in the nation's earlier history, where 
local self-interest was involved. Nulll- 
‘fication followed nullification, that of 
|South Carolina and the southern states 
_ being the most significant, in the first 
seventy years after the adoption of the 
federal constitution. Herein Mr. Pen- 
dleton brings forth facts either un- 
| Known of or ignored by northern his- 
torians, who have been unwilling to 
admit that the north showed the way 
to secession to the south. 

Of. striking and timely interest is 
the attitude of Stephens toward the 
Mexican war, as it evidences a pro- 
test against federal expansion and 
aggrandizement, the familiar “impe- 
rialism” of our day.

‘the central power, too lacking in real- 
‘igation of the exigencies of the mo- 
ment. to dovetall into the requirements 
of the situation. 

Davis Not Qaalified. 


Davis, he believees, lacked the essen- 
tials of the great commander. willing 
to temporarily forgo constitucional gov- 
ernment in the larger end of insuring 
independence. 

The bickerings, dissensions and fatal 
internal weaknesses of the confederacy, 
itg total unpreparedness for strife and 
the immeasureable fundamental supe- 
riority of the federal] government, are 


outlined forcefully. He demonstrates 
that, almost from the first, Stephens 
was at fatal variance with Davis and 
other confederate leaders, and his 
openly expressed criticisms and inju- 
dicious utterances are largely charged 
with hampering the cause of the new 
republic. 

Mr. Pendleton thinks even that. at 
times, his course might have justi- 
fied his enemies in accusing him of 
treason to the confederacy, though .a 
faithful study of his motives and be- 
liefs indicate he was only pursuing 
policies he thought best for its ultimate 
stability. 

The part Stephens played in the mo- 
mentous Hampton Roads’ conference is 
told vividly. His meeti@g with Lincoln 
and the futile negotiations are perhaps 
his memorable counter-at-arms with 
for the first time in such manner that 
the casual) student may appreciate their 
true significance. 

His late services to the state of 
Georgia are better known, though the 
biographer does not stint space and 
pains in making clear their purport.

In the primary for governor, August 22, 1906, the total vote cast in the 
eighteen counties of the ninth congressional disfrict was 18,600 votes. 

In that same primary the total vote cast for governor in Fulton county 
alone was 9,550. 

So it will be at once apparent that under the new primary plan the whole 
of the eighteen counties of the ninth district, have less than double.the voice 
of the single county of Fulton in naming governor and statehouse officers. 

How was it under the old plan, based on the constitutional provision as 
to representation in the general assembly, and of force and effect ever since 
Georgia bas been a state? 

Fifteen of the counties of the ninth district have only one representative 
in the legislature; three of them have two, making a total of twenty-one. 
Doubling that, they were entitled to forty-two delegates in the state conven- 
tion as against Fulton’s six. 

In other words, under the old constitutional plan the eighteen counties 
of the ninth district had exactly seven times the voice of Fulton in the selec- 
tion of governor and statehouse officers; under the new plan they have less 
‘than twice the power, which promises to be still further decreased as the 
result of the unusually heavy registration of voting strength in Fulton. 

Not only the one representative counties, but those having two, stand to 
lose under the new plan. Jackson county, entitled under the old plan to four 
convention delegates, cast 2,909 votes in the last primary, less than one-third 
of the vote of Fulton. Thus the new plan gives Jackson county less than half 
the voice it formerly possessed in making these nominations. 

The lowest vote of the one representative counties was that of Dawson, 
359; the highest that of Habersham, 1,067. The new plan gives Dawson about 
one-twenty-seventh and Habersham one-ninth the representation of Fulton, 
whereas formerly each enjoyed one-third. 

The foregoing are simply the facts of the case as applied to the ninth dis- 
trict. Every other district in the state is in identically the same position; 
with about the same average representation under old.and new plans, 

In answering an inquiry from a correspondent, Thomas. E. Watson thus 
Strongly put the situation in the last issue of The Jeffersonian: 


3 We are giad to see that the country people are getting on to the deep-laid 
plot of certain city politicians to get all of the rope into their own hands. 

If this new and revolutionary rule stands, goodby to the influence of the 
small counties. The big cities will control, and that means that a handful 
of ring politicians, sitting behind closed doors, will be masters of the people. 
\s Colonel Albert Cox has pointed in an able letter to State Chairman Lawton 
Miller, the winning candidate for governor would not only monopolize the 
convention in state matters, but also in national politics, so far as the conven- 
t'on was concerned. 

Minorities would have no voice or vote, and all the counties that support 
the losing man will be given representatives who do not represent the people 
of that county. 

Why not abolish small counties at once, and have done with it? 


| It is apparent, as The Constitution has before stated, that if the country 
|counties of Georgia are willing to submit to this deprivation of their rights, 
based on the fundamental law, the city counties have no ground of complaint. 
: And yet not once has the demand for such change come from any of the 
hoes counties of Georgia, all of which have recognized the constitutional rights 
i= the country counties and acquiesced in them. 

If this revolutionary plan is to stand, if it is to become the fixed policy 
of the state, there is but one logical result: The obliteration of county lines 
and the elimination of the long-established county unit of government. 

For it is but a short step from that to representation in the general as- 
sembly solely upon a basis of population. 

What that would mean is again apparent from a consideration “of the 
ninth district figures—it. would give fulton county more than half as many 
members of the house as the entire eighteen counties in the ninth. instead of 
| one-seventh the number as the constitution provides. 


— This is the only logical conclusion; it is the result for which the conven- 


tion and executive committee have well paved the way. 

It is a matter that may well be discussed separately and apart from the 
‘Interests of either candidate for governor, for it is a matter that goes far 
beyond candidates and campaigns and into the future to which the people 
must look for the preservation of their rights and the stability of their 
government.

VALUABLE REPORT MADE 
ON UNDERGROUND WATERS 


The state geological department has 
just issued a report on the “Under- 
ground Waters of Georgia,” written by 
McCallie, state geologist. The 
subject is one of vital importance and 
the report cannot fail to be of general 


interest to the citizens of the state. 

The report treats of the waters of deep 
wells, common and mineral springs and 
surface wells, and is comprehensive in 
that it is a survey of the entire state. 
There is a brief introduction to the 
geology and physiography of the state 
and notes on the water-bearing rock for- 
mations and a description of the wa- 
ters is then taken up in detail. The 
book contains nearly 150 analyses of 


has heretofore been collected in a single 
report by any state geological survey. 

The samples of water for analysis were 
collected personally by the author, and 
were analyzed in the chemical labora- 
tory of the geological department, and 
are trustworthy and unbiased. Both 
mineral and eanitary analyses were 
made, and of especial interest are the 
analyses of the mineral springs of. the 


determining the therapeutic or medici- 
nal value of the water. The analyses 
are also of value to the manufacturer, 
Since they show what waters are adapt- 
ed for boiler purposes and other manu- 
facturing uses. The sanitary analyses 
show tie amount of contamination from 
sewage and hence have a direct bearing 
upon the healthfulness of the water fos 
drinking pufposes. 

In the appendix of the report there is 
a& valuable table, giving the sources of 
Water, its quality, usés and other infor- 
mation, for 184 cities and towns in Ge*r- 
gia 

Each copy of the report contains 6 
copy of the new geologiical map of the 
state. This map, which has just recent- 
ly been puDlished, fills a long-felt want 
and will be of both great educational 
and practical value. 

The report is ready for distribution 
and copies may be had upon appication 
to the state geologist.

SERVANT PROBLEM SOLVED 


Settled by After-Panic Conditions 
in New York. 


May 2.—If after-panic 
conditions have not sod0lved the servant 
problem for New York housewives, 
they have at least revolutionized it in 
some of its aspects, according to the 
annual report which Commissioner of 
Licenses John N. Bogert has just sent 
Mayor McClellan. The report shows a 
marked change of conditions from a 
year ago, largely brought about by the 
operation of the law of supply and 
demand. Not only has the business 
employment agencies fallen off, but a 
surprising reduction in the scale of 
wages is indicated. A year ago the in- 
telligence offices could not supply do- 
mestic servants to all applicants. Now 
they are overrun with applications for 
employment, and conditiong have been 
reversed. 

“The books of 200 domestic servants’ 
agencies,” says the report, indicate 
that the average earnings of cooks in 
private families have fallen off from 
$35 to about $32.50 a month, while the 
houseworkers have dropped

Washington, May 2.—Dr. C. W. Btlles, 
of the public health and marine hos- 
pital service, is completing an import- 
ant report to be submitted to Secretary 
Straus, of the department of commerce 
and labor, relative to the existence of 
the “hook-worm disease’’ among chil- 
dren employed in the cotton mills of 
the south. 

In connection with the child 
statistics that are being prepared by 
the department, Secretary Straus de- 
sires to know how much of the poor 
physical condition of the children in 
southern cotton mills is due to work 
in the mills and how much is due to 
disease. Secretary Straus desired Sur- 
geon General Wyman, of the public 
health and merine hospital service to 
furnish ‘him with an expert and Dr.

Wyman detailed Dr. Stiles, who spent 


seyPral monthsin North Carolina, South 


‘Carolina, Georgia and Florida. 


His report to Secretary Stravls shows 
that a large percentage of the ill health 
of the youthful workers in the south- 
ern cotton milis is due to the “hook- 
worm disease,’ which has long existed 
without recognition from the medical 
profession in that section. The report 
also will show that the disease is con- 
tracted from infected soll, through 
eating of vegetables or otherwise. The 
worms, once in the system, fill the blood 
and attach themselves to the intestinal 
tract, where the proceed to lterally 
suck the life out of the victims. 

The result is extreme pallor, emacia- 
tion, fickle and depraved appetites with 
almost complete exhaustion of energy.

parts of British East Africa. The dis- 
ease is supposed to have beén brought 
here by the porters who carry ivory 
tuske and rubber on their heads from 
the Congo to Lake Vicioria. Thev 
bring their freight to Entebbe and to 
other parts about the lake in order that 
it may be sent across the lake on the 
steamers to Port Florence and by rail- 
road down to Mombasa. It Is supposed 
that some of these native porters were 
infected when they came here and that 
the tsetse flies which are found in 
great numbers in the swampy regions 
about the lake, were inoculated by bit- 
ing them. You know how the yellow 
fever is carried by the stegomiya mos- 
quito. 

If that mosquito bites a yellow fever 
patient its blood becomes filled with 
yellow fever germs, and it plants them 
in any human being it may bite there- 
after. It is the same with the tsetse 
fly. If it has bitten a man having 
sleeping eickness it will carry that 
gickness to every victim whom it bites 
in the future. I have seen thie fly. It 
looks somewhat like one of the Dbiue-

living in the various states. There is 
infinitely less ground for complaint 
than there is against the British, who 
have made no effert to prevent Aus- 
tralia from enforcing her law that ab- 
solutely forbids Japanese from attend- 
ing the public schools. The reason 
why the treaty was invoked is evident. 
The violation of treaty obligations is 
one of the causes assigned in inter- 
national law as justifying war. 

America paid no attention when

A propo- 
ganda was carried on similar to that 
which followed the war with China, 
when, in preparing the masses for the 
coming war with Russia, the press 
cried out against that country as hav- 
ing despoiled them of the fruits of 
their victory. The Japanese press, 
after the return of the envoys from 
Portsmouth, cried out that America, 
once their friend. had turned upon 
them and had deprived them of ‘the 
fruits of their victory. Such is the 
universal belief for our gracious ef- 
forts that brought the bloody war to 
a close, insuring as it did incalculable 
advantages to Japan along with the 
restoration of the peace of the world, 

Since then every possible incident, 
no matter how trivial, has been seized 
upon and grossly exaggerated to stir 
up the hatred of the Japanese people 
against America. No attention has 
been paid by the Japanese press to 
the stringent measures inaugurated 
against Japanese immigrants to other 
countries.

The Japanese press with one voice
